LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS. 


More than thirty years ago the literary world 
was thrown into quite a state of excitement by 
the publication, at a very cheap rate, of D’Au- 
bigné’s “ History of the Reformation in the 
Sixteenth Century,” in 3 volumes. Without 
doing violence to historical truth, he seemed 
to invest history with all the charms of ro- 
mance, and with the enthusiasm and skill of a 
poet he sketched on the historic page his fasci- 
nating and life-like pictures. The fourth and 
fifth volumes followed, and in 1863 he began a 
new series, a continuation of the older work 
under the title of ““A History of the Refor- 


mation in the time of Calvin,” of which work | 
five volumes were published during his life- | 


time. The sixth volume, left complete in MS., 


isto be issued by the Carters in a few weeks. | 


This volume deals with the Reformation in 
Scotland, and will probably be read with great- 
er avidity than the preceding ones. Volumes 
seven and eight, completing the work, are ex- 
pected next year. The Carters have also near- 
ly ready a volume of unusual interest entitled 
“Forty Years in the Turkish Empire—Me- 
moirs of the Rev. William Goodell, D.D.,” late 
Missionary of the American Board at Constan- 
tinople, by his son-in-law, E. D. G. Prime, D.D.
